Hamburg, July 21.—The steamship 


Primus, owned by the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican line, with 185 passengers on 
board, was cut in two and sunk by 
the tug^ansa, on the river Elbe at 
12.30 
ojclock thi's morning. So far as 


certamed> about filty^ersons ^ere 


drowone<l, 'Thirteen bodies already 
aave been recovered. 


The Primus was an excursion steam- 


er from Buxtehude, province of Han- 
over, Prussia. 


Among the passengers .were mem- 


bers of the Eilbeck Male Choral so- 
ciety. 


At the time of the accident, the Pri- 


mus was crossing the river channel 
near Blankenez, from the southern iii- 
io the northern fairway. 
According 


to witnesses aboard the Hansa, the 
movement was made tooo precipitate- 
ly. The Primus struck the tug's en- 


ine room and the Hansa endeavored 


to push her ashore, but the tug ground- 
ed soon and the ships parted. 
The 


Primus then sank. 


In the interval, however, about fif- 


ty persons were able to reach 
the 


Hansa by means of ropes and ladders. 
Seventy moie were picked up by the 
tug's boats while others swain ashore. 


Stories Of Survivors. 


Hamburg, July 21.—Some survivors 


from the Primus furnish graphic de- 
scriptions of the awful suddenness of 
:he disaster. According to their stor- 
ies, the band was playing and many 
couples were dancing on deck, when 
the crash of the collision came, like 
a thunderbolt. In the midst of the con- 
fusion, the boilers exploded, adding to 
;he horror of the scene, and many per- 
sons are said to have been injured by 
flying splinters of metal. 


It is asserted that d'veis have al- 


ready recovered forty-five bodies, but 
it, is as yet impossible to verify the 
death list. It is believed that when the 
vessel is floated, other bodies may 
be found.

years later tho 


changes on tLe ruriace of the paintings 
became so apparent that congress 
passed a resolution authorizing their 
removal from the walls of the rotunda 
by Colonel Trumbnll for Inspection and 
remedy if possible. 
It was at this 


point that Colonel Trumbull's knowl- 
edge of the preservative chemical com- 
pound was drawn on. 


In a letter to congress, dated Dec. 0, 


1823, Colonel Trumbull explains in de- 
tail his treatment of the paintings at 
that time, and an Inspection now of 
these four pictures shows that they 
are in a perfect state of preservation 
both as to brightness of color and con- 
dition of canvas. 


In the letter referred to Colonel 


Trumbull says: "Ail of the paintings 
were taken down, removed from their 
frames, taken off from the panels over 
which they were strained, removed to 
a dry, warm room and there separate- 
ly and carefully examined. The mate- 
rial which forms the basis of the paint- 
ings is a linen cloth whose strength 
and texture are very similar to tho.se 
In tho topgallant sail= of a sshjp of war. 
The substances employed in forming a 
proper surface for the artist, tour-thor 
With the colors, oils, etc., form a Miifi- 
cient protection for the face of the rnn- 
vas, but the back remains bare and ex- 
posed to tiie deleterious effects of damp 
air. The effect of this is lirst seen Pi 
the form of mildew. It was thia which 
I dreaded, and the examination showed 
that mildew was already commenced 
and to an extent which rendered it 
manifest that tlie continuance of the 
same exposure for a few years longer 
would have accomplished the complete, 
decomposition or rotting of the can- 
vas and the consequent destruction of 
th'_- paintings." 


Colonel Trumbull then explained boiV 


he first thoroughly dried the canvases 
and prepared them for the pre-<erva- 
1ivo. On t'r.s point he continues: "1

The most CCTJCUS European war ever 


wagiti was that which in the sixteenth 
century, the period of the reformation 
•ind th« rt-jia!»»anc«', was carritrd ou 
single ba^df-d for between fcve a;id six 
years bvtwe^Jj a bankrupt grocer of 
P.erlln and the elector of Saxony, who 
war. the most powerful German prince 
<)l the period. The jrrocw'b name w<is 
IlaiiS Kohlhase, and the immediate 
cause of the quarrel was the arresting 
of two of bi.s horses in the elector's 
territory, be being a -subject of the 
elector of Brandenburg. Failing to get 
re !r-.<s, Le adopted what was then u 
perfectly legal expedient rjiwl declared 
formal war on the realm of Saxony. 
The declaration was accepted in due 
form, and the war began. 


The extraordinary part of the story 


is that the grocer kept the war up for 
nearly six years practically single 
handed and even went to the extremity 
of declaring war on his own sovereign 
in the meantime before he was caught 
He burned farms and even villages, 
employed mercenaries after the fashion 
of the times and made himself the ter- 
ror of the district. lie was finally in- 
fluenced to stop hostilities by Luther, 
and after he- had taken the sacrament 
from his hands he was betrayed into 
a further act of hostility by treachery 
and, being captured, suffered death on 
the wheel after refusing an act of 
grace which granted him the painless 
and honorable death of the sword. The 
story is perhaps the strangest of all 
the romances of that romantic age.

However desirable it may be to grade 


milk according to sweetness a;.d clean- 
liness and manufacture the grades sep- 
arately, the obstacles are so great thut 
it is practically impossible, fur it natu- 
rally has to go through one weigh can, 
and it is more than the always rushed 
butter maker can do to run is through 
different separators, hold in different 
vats and churn in different batches. 
But with gathered cream ths limita- 
tions are not so strict. The cream does 
not all come at once or come with a 
rush, and two cream vats will accom- 
modate two grades of cream, permit- 
ting separate churning and separate 
packing, with comparatively little ad- 
ditional work. 


To pay the same price for rancid 


cream as for svreet cream is manifest- 
ly unfair and ruinous to the whole 
business, says Creamery Journal. To 
absolutely reject all off grade cream 
will improve the grade of butter made. 
But off flavored cream has some value, 
although less value than good creaci. 
Only three things are possible—mix all 
together and damage the whole churn- 
Ing, return the poor grade and lose the 
patronage and insure heavy loss to the 
patron, or grade and pay for each grade 
according to approximate value. 


It takes a man with a trained nose 


and trained taste to grade cream. It 
can be done by mechanical tests, but 
practically the human senses are to be 
relied upon, and a man without these 
senses well developed la out of place 
in a creamery. 
We are speaking of 


gathered cream plants and believe that 
an ambition to get into the best class, 
best in honors and best in payment, 
can be stimulated among the patrons 
and that time put in showing the pa- 
tron how he can get there and stay 
there will be very profitably spent 
This is something more than theory, 
for it has been made an accomplished 
fact in so many cases that it must be 
acknowledged to be practical. We do 
not mean that grading cream, holding 
in different vats and churning sepa- 
rately have become everyday prac- 
tices in creameries, but that keeping 
out the worst and churning it after- 
ward can be done and that rushing di- 
rect for the home of a patron with a 
road horse and road cart has done won- 
ders in improving the cream of those 
patrons. In all such cases the butter 
maker should not stop to argue or talk 
much, but speak to the point and leave 
at once without listening to excuses or 
recriminating palaver.

A hitherto unknown element in milk, 


a new ferment, has been discovered, 
called galactose, which is proving of 
•value in the ripening of cheese. Thu 
properties of this ferment are similar 
to the secretion of the pancreatic orgtfn 
in the human body. Old 'cheese is pre- 
digested food, and the digestion is 
wrought by- the galactose. It was 
found that the galactose would go on 
working at very low temperatures, 
temperatures at which bacteria were 
practically inert. Cheese was put into 
refrigerators 
and 
kept 
frozen 
for 


months. 
Other cheese was kept just 


above the freezing point. It was found 
that the finest cheese is cured at from 
40 to 45 degrees F. Practical cheese 
manufacturers had maintained that 50 
degrees was the lowest temperature 
at which cheese could be worked with- 
out becoming bitter and worthless. The 
new discovery will, it is believed, revo- 
lutionize cheese manufacture, doing 
away with all curing rooms, the choose 
being sent directly to the refrigerator.— 
Scribner's Magazine. 


Geneva. InvestiKnttnff. 


The Geneva experiment station is 


considering the causes that produce the 
ripening of cheese. 
The enzymes aru 


the agents that break down the protein 
compounds and make cheese digestible 
by the human stomach. Bacterial 
changes seem to be intimately connect- 
ed with chemical changes, and until the 
processes are known little progress can 
bo made In scientific cheesomaking. 
Without this light advances will be 
made, but they will be more accidental 
than planned. Without this knowledge 
we find It practically impossible to dc- 
,vclop cheese of uniform quality.— Dairy 
World.

Water Content of JBntter. 


The Canadian department of agricul- 


ture has been advised by cable through 
the high commissioner's office that the 
board of agriculture for Great Brita'u 
have made regulations under the snle 
of foods a lid drugs act, 1690, whereby 
if a sample of butter is lound to con- 
tain over 10 per cent of water it shall 
be considered not 
geiuiine 
unless 


proved to tbe contrary. 


Mr. J. A. Ituddiek, chief of the Cana- 


dian dairy division and acting commis- 
sioner iu Professor Robertson's ab- 
sence, says tbe regulation will not af- 
fect the Canadian butter trade to any 
great extent unless dealers should re- 
quire a guarantee that butter which 
they produce does not contain water in 
excess of the limit. Witb proper cool- 
ing facilities at the creameries, so that 
tbe churning, washing ami working of 
the butter may bo carried out at suffi- 
ciently low temperatures, there is no 
difficulty in producing a butter which 
is well within the limits as regards tbe 
amount of water in it. From 12 to 13 
per cent is considered to be about the 
proper proportion of water in butter. 


Yields of Cheese From Milk. 


With ordinary milk tho yield is about 


2.5 pounds of cured cheese for each 
pound of butter fat in tbe milk. The 
per cent of butter fat in different milks 
very nearly determines their relative 
values for choosemaking. 
Professor 


Van Slyke found by a series of careful 
experiments that with milk ranging 
from 3.4 per cent to 4.4 per cent the 
amount to each pound of butter fat 
Wiis 2.72 pounds of green cheese or L'.o 
pounds cured live weeks. It was found 
that 5 per cent milk made but 2.4 
pounds of cured choose for each pound 
of butter fat, but the better quality of 
tbe cheese from the richer milk was 
thought to compensate) for the slight 
difference in quantity. It will be soeu 
that a hundred pounds of -\ per cent 
milk made ten pounds of choose- and a 
hundred pounds of 5 per cent milk 
made twelve pounds of cheese.

Mr. McXally has had ample oppor- 


tunity to observe the sport in all of iu 
phraser, as he holds a medal 
from 


the Humane society for saving forty- 
seven lives between 1ST2 and l&SC, and 
has made a total of 300 rescues. He 
was for two years chief instructor of 
swimming at the Boston public baths. 
Mr. McXally also holds several re- 
markable records for 
long-distance 


swimming. 


Speaking of the many erroneous im- 


pressions about swiniiming, Mr. McXal- 
ly asserts that the idea that many peo- 
ple are overcome 
by cramp 
while 


swimming, and are drowned in conse- 
quence, is wrong. "As 
a matter of 


fact," declares Mr. McNally, "there 
is only one form of cramp that is fatal 
to the swimmer, and that is cratnp of 
the stomach, which is almost as rare 
as hen's teeth. 


"Cramp in the leg or arm is painful, 


but not dangerous. When a swimmer 
is attacked b;v such local cramps he 
will not go right to the bottom without 
an effort. These cramps last but a 
short time and can be worked out if 
the swimmer will ^tand the brief pain. 


"People's minds have been so pois- 


oned by these cramp stories that there 
have been cases of drowning as a re- 
sult of the fear and excitment brought 
on by slight cramp in the leg or arm. 


"A mistaken impression about swim- 


ming rescues which has caused the 
loss of many lives is the belief in the 
celebrated but non-existenrdeath grip.' 
This belief has caused many people 
'who would have attempted rescues to 
keep away for fear they might be car- 
ried down in the grip, and it has also 
caused others who did make the at- 
tempt to go about it the Avrong way. 


"People in the water who are drown- 


ing imay catch hold of you, but not in 
the way we hear so much about, by 
which the two go down to their deaths 
locked in an unbreakable 
grip. All 


muscular action depends on the will, 
and when a man becomes unconscious 
his muscles relax, so that no two peo- 
ple could go to the bottom wrapped in 
each other's arms, and stay there in 
that position. Dickens did not stop to 
think ot this fact when he killed Biad- 
ley Headstone and Rog-er Rideihood. 


"The best way to make a rescue is to 


sv\im on your back, holding the other 
person on his back and with his head 
about the middle of your body. This 
gives you a free hand, and you have 
your man in such a position that he 
cannot intoreffre with your movements 
by grabbing your legs 


"Everybody has heard the talc that 


a diowning man comes to the top three 
times bv fore 
going 
down 
forever. 


Tlieie is little inundation for such a 
siiK-mition. A man may 
go down 


om e nnd never conic up again, or he 
may cornc uo more than three times. 
It all depends on the, vitality ot the in- 
dividual ami his luck in catching his 
breath as he rises to the top of the 
v. ;itor. 


"It's a pity to explode the 
stories 


which have boon told about rescuers 
ha\ing to knock out the drowning per- 
son«. iMit it must be done, for such a 
feat IT ulteily impossible. 


' In the hrot pluee, not one person in 


a Inmdn d know.] exactly where to land 
a konckotit blm\. and in the scconnn 
place both persons being in a yielding 
substance, which practically offers no 
resistance at, backing for a blow, no 
man, tnen though a trained, scientific 
fighter, could deliver a blow in the 
water hard enough to produce uncon- 
sciousness, 


'"If the drowning man grabs, you. yon 


can make him let go by pressing him 
hard with the ihumlw in the little hol- 
low just where the car joins the ja,w. 
Pressure there will produce such pain 
that the victim will involuntarily break 
the pnp 011 your hand or leg to put his 
hand up to the source of the pain. 


"Another tallacy is that drowning 


people throw up their hands just as 
they stfirt to .sink. The feat 
is one 


which only a good swimmer can per- 
form, and will not be done 'by a man 
who is •drowning, berause he is not a 
good swimmer. To 
throw 
up your 


hands out of the water you must 'tread 
watei.' 


"A peculiar thing about 
drowned 


P'v>plo is that \\iimon always float face 
up and men tloat face down, which is 
due to Ihe difference in the construc- 
tion of the body. 


"Again, women .swi'ii with the in- 


htep. waking a straight backward and 
lnr\v.ini hlrnlii- with the Icrr.s. while a 
innii prnpolh himself with the sole of 
his toot and dosinbos circles with his 
legs."
